HE 3oth of laft Month, Signior Vittorio 


Zani, Treafurer of the Republick, pro- 
pos’d the receiving new Families into the 
prefent Number of Nobles, on their pay- 
ing each 100000 Ducats, according to 
Cuftom, whereof 40000 are funk in the Treafury to 
the Profit of the Republick, which pays Intereft for 
the other 60000. On this Occafion he made a Speech, 
in which he reprefented ahe great Want of Money 
the Republick is in at this Juncture; and that the 
like Creation of new Noble Families had enabled 
the Republick to maintainthe War of Candia (or 
Crete,) which coft 120 Millions to carry it on; and 
alfo'to conquer the Morea, in the laft War with the 
Turks, which colt 70 Millions. The Propeial was 
approv’d by 680 Voices. Advice is newly come,that 
the Grand Prior of France is retir’d out of the Ter- 
ritories of the Republick, and is encamp’d at Gcito 
on the Mincio,

Venice, Sept. 13. The Imperialifts commanded by 
the Count of Leiningen continue encamp’d at Ala. 
Count Traurmanfdort being perfectly recover’d of 
his Indifpofition, is gone from hence to Ala to vifit 
the Count of Leiningen ; whence he will go Poft to 
Vienna. The Count de Berka, the Emperor’s Am- 
baffador ro this Republick, is gone from hence, by 
the way of Trent, for Vienna.

Turin, Sept. 3. Five Officers of the Garrifon of Afti 
being out a few days ago,were furrounded 
by fome Peafants, who kill’d 2 of them, one of which 
was a Collonel, and brought the other 3 hither. Our 
Huffars have tuken a Courier going from the Grand 
Prior of France to the Duke of Vendome, to defire 
Succours. They write from Dauphiné, that the 18th 
inftant 50 Perfons were feiz’d in that Province, who 
ate accus’d of endeavouring to incite the People to 
make an Infarre@tion. The Duke de la Feuillade has 
quitted the Neighbourhood of Pignerol,to retire into 
Dauphiné, The Sentence of Death pronounc’d againft 
the Sieur Bernardi,who furrendred Suza to theFrench, 
was very neat being executed, when Count Fofchieri 
arriv'd Poft with his Pardon, which his Royal High- 
nefs gramted at the Requeft of Mr. Hill, Envoy of 
England.

From the Camp at Ivrea, Sept.t1. The 4th inftanc 
the Batteries began to Fire upon the Place, and have 
already made 2 confiderable Breaches. The 8th we 
poffefs’d our felves of a fort of Countergard which 
cover'd the Works we attack, andthe 9th madea 
Lodgment on the cover’d way.

of Ivrea, has caus’d the tops of the higheft Buildin 
of that Place to be pull’d dots, to have a clear View 
of the Enemies Works from the Caftle. The Beficgers 
have raisda § Batteries, from which they make 2 con- 
tinual Fire upon the Baftions Verd and Cavalier. The 
Bombs that have been thrown into the Place, have 
not done much Damage yet. The Duke of Ven- 
dome fent in a Trumpet wi 4 a Meifage to ih: Baron 
de Cr: aw,but he fent him back without hearing him. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Sepr.26. 
Turin, Sept. 12. Allthe Carpenters of this City and 
Places adjacent, are order'd to repair forthwith to I- 
vrea, to make new Palifadoes, and affift in making 
Intrenchments and other Works that are mark’d out 
for the better Defence of the Place. The roth at 
Midnight, a greac Convoy of Ammunitions were 
fent from hence to Ivrea, which enter’d that Place’b 
the Gate of Turin, there being a free Paffage hither- 
to from hence to thatGate. The fame day 10 Wag- 
gons came hither with Men wounded in an AGion 
that happen’d on the Doria Baltea, between the Gar- 
rifon of Ivrea and the Enemies, who were repuls’d 
from a Poft they had taken Poffeffion of on that Ri- 
ver. Collonel Reding, having laid an Ambufh r’o- 
ther day at San Donato, near Ivrea, furpriz’d an 
took 100 Horfe of the Enemies Forragers and kill’d 
their Guards. TwoRegiments of our Troops,drawh 
out of the Garrifons of Nice and Coni, arriy’d here 
to Night, and to morrow will purfue their March 
towards Ivrea. We haveIntelligence from the Cam 
at Crefcentino, that his Royal Highnefs is march’ 
from thence to Strambino with a great Detachment = 
And that the Enemies have taken Poft ar Pavone and 
San Barnardino, where they have rais'd Batteries ; 
notwithftanding which, the Gate of Ivrea that looks 
towards this Place is ftill open to us, by means of the 
Camp at Strambino. The Governour of Vercelli 
has caus’d Proclamation to be made, that upon the 
firing of a Piece of Ordnance for a Signal, the In- 
habitants of the Place muft retire into their Houfes 
and fhur their Doors and Windows, on pain of Death. 
There is fo great a Mortality in that Place, that if ic 
continues at the rate it has done hitherto but 2 
Months longer, it will go near to carry off all the In- 
habitants. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Sept. 30. 
Baar, Sept. 13. The French threaten to attack this 
Fort after they have taken Ivrea. But General Reding, 
our Goverour, makes all the Preparations neceffary 
to defend it ftrenuoufly ; and doubrs not to make the 
Enemy lofe fome Time and a great many Men before 
they take it. Our Parties have made feveral Excur- 
fions, in which they have taken 200 Horfes and 40 
Prifoners. Since the Enemy fent fome of their Treops 
over the Doria, Ivrea is fhut up on all fides, and the 
Communication between one ef the Gares and Turin
